Building campaign, Current Parents, City Officials, Staff and Students new building shortly after 2:00 p.m. A fanfare of trumpets followed 


by selections from the Cadet Corps Band accompanied the official 
party on its rounds. 


The Past President of the Board of Governors, Robert W. 
Stevens, Q.C. (44), met the members of the 1st Hockey Team 
captained by lan Dunbar and their opponents, a picked team of Old 
Boys, led by Peter J. Scandrett (66) and the captains of all the 
other hockey teams in the School. He was accompanied by S. 
Macdonald Irwin (46) President of the Board of Governors, Richard 
A. Bradley, Headmaster, Peter Maclachlan (42), Senior Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Board and the Reverend E. J. Rose, Chaplain. Before 
the ceremonial face off the Chaplain gave a prayer of dedication. 
Robert W. Stevens officially named the building The Dr. H. C. Griffith 
Building, in memory of Dr. H. C. Griffith. 


All Ridleians prior to 1949 well remember Dr. Griffith, ‘Red’ 
‘Harry’ or ‘The Chief’. Excerpts from the article on the opening of 
the Griffith building in the St. Catharines Standard give a thumb- 
nail sketch of his career: 





Robert W. Stevens, Q.C. (44) retired President of the Board of 
Governors, cuts the cake following the dedication ceremonies.

“Dr. Griffith was a Ridley student for 7 years (1889-96). He 
then attended Trinity College at the University of Toronto, from 
where he returned to teach at Ridley from 1899-1907. For the 
period 1907-11 he left Ridley to teach French at Trinity College. In 
1911 he returned to Ridley to stay. In 1921 he was appointed 
Headmaster and he remained in this position until his retirement in 
1949. 


lf Dr. Miller was the creator of Ridley, Dr. Griffith was the 
builder of Ridley. Well over 50% of the present buildings on the 
campus are here because of his enthusiasm and dedication. 


Few men have contributed as much to athletics in Canada 
as the man for whom the Building is named. Dr. Griffith guided 
Ridley teams to phenomenal athletic records. 


In 33 seasons of Little Big Four league play between 1911 
and 1946, Griffith-guided Ridley football teams romped to 20 cham- 
pionships. 


In cricket competition, the Ridley First XI won 26 Little Big Four 
championships in the 34 seasons Dr. Griffith coached the team. 


Before that, Dr. Griffith led the University of Toronto Varsi 
Blues to victories in the first two Grey Cups ever played in 19 
and 1910.” 


Following the ceremony in the Rink a similar ceremony took 
place in the Gymnasium. 


It is a great pleasure to report that Adam H. Griffith (35) of 
Toronto and his sister, Joan (Mrs. E. B. Fry) of Baie d’Urfe, 
Que., were able to be present at the ceremonies honouring their 
late father. Adam was accompanied by his wife Betty and their 
sons. 


The 1st and 2nd teams in both Hockey and Basketball 
played Old Boy teams. The results in Hockey were two wins for 
the Old Boys, 5-2 against the 1sts and 7-3 against the 2nds. 
In Basketball the Old Boys won again 28-25 and 29-27.

| (Book Review) 


_ A Question of Privilege — 
\ anada’s Independent Schools 


itten by Carolyn Gossage and Published by Peter Martin 
sociates Ltd., Toronto) 


A Question of Privilege — Canada’s Independent Schools exam- 
ines the history and the contribution of some fifty independent 
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schools in Canada. It begins with the earliest established school, 
King’s College School, Nova Scotia, which began in 1788 and con- 
cludes with Balmoral Hall in Winnipeg, established in 1950. 


Short historical notes on each of the fifty schools are of 
particular interest to those connected with those schools. In just over 
four pages, the author does not really do justice to Ridley’s inter- 
esting and fascinating history. However, she does describe the early 
ties between Ridley College and Wycliffe College, Toronto, and gives 
some background for the choice of the School Crest, the School 
Motto, and the School Colours. She also points out that the Ridley 
Lower School was the first preparatory school for younger boys from 
seven to thirteen years of age attached to any Canadian independent 
school. A few amusing incidents from the past and a comment about 
the relatively recent addition of girls rounds out the book’s comments 
on Ridley. 


The epilogue is entitled, ‘‘The Price of Excellence: The Inde- 
pendent School Today,’’ and she writes, ‘‘Private schools have been 
called undemocratic, elitist, and anachronistic. They, themselves, 
claim to be a valid and increasingly valuable alternative to a state- 
sponsored system of education. There is justification for both 
opinions.” 


She comments that it is almost impossible to document the 
tremendous contribution that the graduates of Canada’s independent 
schools have made to Canadian society. 


A helpful appendix lists the member schools of the Canadian 
Headmasters’ Association and the Canadian Association of Principals 
of Independent Schools for Girls giving the headmaster or principal’s 
name and address and the fees charged for both day students 
and boarders. 


An extensive bibliography is also included. 
“A Question of Privilege’ is a well-written, well-researched 
document that deserves wide readership.

On Friday evening, following a special dinner in the Great 
Hall, the group adjourned to the conference room in the Matthews 
Library where they were brought up-to-date on Ridley Today — by 
the Headmaster; The School Fabric — by Dick Court (50), Chairman 
of the Property Committee and Ridley Finances — by Terry Scandrett 
(61), Chairman of the Finance Committee. 


Eight o’clock Saturday morning saw the group back in the 
conference room where the background material was completed with 
The School and the Community — by John S. Guest member of the 
Long Range Planning Committee; the Role of the Financial Support 
Committee — Crawford Gordon (56) and George Irwin (69), members 
of the committee and The Academic Programme — by David R. 
Wilson, assistant Headmaster. 


The remainder of the business sessions was devoted to input 
from the American visitors. They had many sound ideas and 
suggestions; some of which may change the thrust of our Annual 
Giving programme very markedly. 


The emphasis of these proposed changes would embody the 
reorganizing of the present class secretary/ten year chairman com- 
munication network. A much greater emphasis will be placed on 
personalized direct mail appeal to support Annual Giving. This c ) 
be augmented by a telethon campaign as telethons have been s 
successful in the past. 


Learning from our American cousins we saw that similar colleges 
to Ridley in the United States are able to enlist a far greater propor- 
tion of their alumni to contribute to annual fund raising programmes. 
At the same time a greater amount of news of their Alma Maters is 
conveyed back to the Alumni in a personal way through the class 
representatives. 


The detailed planning of our new programme is presently under- 
way toward a brief being submitted to the Board of Governors for 
their consideration. 


Following the business sessions the group watched the first 
game played in the new rink. S.A.C. defeated the First team 3-1 
but it was an exciting game. Some of the visitors left Saturday 
evening. Those who stayed attended Chapel on Sunday morning and 
had a buffet luncheon with Don and Nancy Hunt in the Lower School 
before leaving for home. 


It is hoped some of the ideas can be implemented in the 1978- 
79 Foundation year. Tiger will keep you informed on these exciting 
proposals as they are approved.

Two meetings of the Board have occurred since last reporting 
in this column, and a major portion of the meetings were devoted 
to planning for the introduction of ‘on-campus’ boarding facilities 
for girls at the School. 


A special committee was formed with the Headmaster, Dick 
Court the Chairman of Property Committee, Stewart Kingstone the 
Chairman of the Long Range Planning Committee and Tony Kemp. 
This committee was charged with responsibility to evolve an overall 
plan dealing with a conversion of the Dean’s House and Gooderham 
House. The plan will be implemented in stages, the first stage being 
the conversion of the top floor of the Dean’s House into accom- 
modation for 12 boarding girls, the refurbishing of the entire wash- 
room facilities at both ends of Goodherham House and the instal- 
lation of 5 sound proof modules in the rear of the present assembly 
hall for the music department which was formerly located on the 
top floor of the Dean’s House. Any refurbishing which is carried out 
in Gooderham House this year will not impinge on the future dividing 
of this house into two separate, smaller, more manageable units. 
A final decision in this regard has not yet been taken. 


As part of the Property Committee’s activities this year some 
physical changes will take place in the Lower School. The Science 
and Art departments will be interchanged to provide added facilities 
in the Science department. 


The Summer Use of School Facilities Committee under the 
direction of Allan Orr has given serious thought to two possibil- 
ities of gaining additional revenues during the summer. One is a 
music course and the other a summer sports course. Each pro- 
gramme would require the services of a full time director responsible 
to the Headmaster. This committee is exploring in greater detail 
the possibility of getting these programmes underway. The Head- 
master or Allan Orr would be most interested in hearing from any 
Association members as to viable uses for the Ridley plant during 
the summer months.

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Hockey — 1978 


The Hockey season past could be described as the season 
of ‘pride’. When the new Dr. H. C. Griffith Rink became available in 
January, Ridley hockey took on a new sense of pride. Even though 
the record of the competitive teams was not overwhelming, the 
feeling that hockey has moved into a new era at Ridley was very 
apparent. 


The season started with the 1st, 2nd and U/16 teams practicing 
at various rinks in the city. Classes were altered two days a week 
to take aavantage of early ice time at various city rinks. This dis- 
rupted the normal flow of life at Ridley and was not in keeping with 
the organized routine. When the new rink opened all aspects of the 
School fell into place and the morale of the School improved con- 
siderably. 


About 60 boys participated in the League this year under the 
leadership of Messrs. Lowell Scott, Brian Martin and TRevor Davies. 
The League All-Stars played five games, winning two and losing 
three — all by close margins. Prominent in the league were Craig 
Jurden, Joseph Cembal, Terry Witzel, Richard Pieprzak and Chris 
Hoskins. 


The U/16 team coached by Mr. Simon Bruce-Lockhart, suffered 


from lack of ice time and games early in the season. They were on 
the ice only briefly before the new rink was opened and as a result 
got off to a slow start. They lost their first five games but came back 
to win the last four, defeating teams that had previously beaten them. 


The U/16’s were captained by Mark Evans with Don McDonald 
as assistant captain. Frank Stanley and Brian Cullen played very 
Steadily.in goal with Doug Mollenhauer and Jon Bullivant playing 
strong two-way hockey. 


The Second Team suffered the same fate as the U/16’s with 
limited practice and no games early in the season. They lost badly 
to St. Andrews and U.C.C., but came back to play respectable hockey 
for the rest of the season; in fact they were undefeated in their last 
three league games.

W. E. N. Bell 
Memorial Games Fund 


It is planned that a plaque, commemorating Billy Bell and the 
establishment of the W. E. N. Bell Memorial Games Fund, will be 
unveiled in the Dr. H. C. Griffith Winter Sports Building on Wednes- 
day 17 May. 

This Fund was initiated by a few of Billy Bell’s closest asso- 
ciates, inside and outside of Ridley, in 1972. It commemorates his 
name and his great contribution to Ridley as a Schoolboy, a Master 
and a Governor over a span of some forty years. Because his 
name is famous in the Annals of Canadian Sport — Ridley, Uni- 
versity and in outside circles on a national scale, the Fund will be 
used to help endow the upkeep of the new Winter Sports Building, 
which represents a facet of School life that was dear to his heart. 

At the time the Fund was launched, the Program for Excel- 
lence was in progress. As a result it was decided that, aside from 
Sponsors, no approach would be made to the Ridley Family. 
However, the Board of Trustees did allocate some Foundation funds 
to record the School's appreciation of Bill’s efforts over many years. 
The Fund has, to date, reached just over $50,000, about half from 
contributions and half from the Foundation allocation. 

It is hoped that further contributions will be received. At this 
point, members of the Ridley Family who would like to record their 
respect for Bill’s role in Ridley history might make a contribution 
to the Foundation earmarked for the W. E. N. Bell Memorial 
Games Fund.

the player, did an excellent job and was our most vocal supporter. 


The players strived to play as a unit and they were a most 
coachable group of young men. | compliment them on behalf of 
assistant coach Mr. Mike Hazell, who out-coached me in the Old 
Boys game and | especially thank the departing Old Colours who 
provided excellent leadership and set a high standard for future 
Ridley teams.

Cobwebs of Antiquity (6) 
The Re-birth of Ridley 


In the 1890’s, there was no Long Range Planning Committee 
at Ridley, but there was continuous forward thinking by the Head- 
master and the Board of Governors. Early in the new century 
consideration was given to the sale of the original school building 
and a move to the west side of the canal. In anticipation of this, 
a further 56 1/2 acres were purchased (1899) thereabouts from 
the Hainer estate, and Ridley’s land area began to resemble that 


of today. 

In 1897, Mr. H. G. (‘‘Rep'’) Williams was appointed vice 
Principal and Head of the newly formed Junior School. It occupied 
part of the original school building, and it was the first Lower 
School to be formed in Canada. Plans for the construction of a 
separate building on the property across the canal soon were under 
way. In November, 1899, the new ‘old Lower School’ was opened 
in a ceremony that was witnessed by a large gathering of local 
and Toronto people. In cold and windy weather, visitors and boys 
listened to upwards of ten speeches. This building stood (it was 
razed in 1933) on the site of the present Lower School tennis 
court, and it accommodated thirty boys. 


The death of Queen Victoria in 1901 was the end of an era in 
British and Canadian history. The coming to the throne of King 
Edward VII gave a new and fresh feeling to both countries, one 
which Ridley experienced in a manner unique in its history. It was 
a time of physical expansion coupled with orderly and nationally 
conscious development. The participation of Old Boys in the South 
African hostilities brought war close to the boys for the first time. 
(To be followed eventually in far greater degrees by the effects 
of the two Great Wars.) 


The first girls (the last until 1972) came to Ridley. They were 
daughters of Headmasters — the Misses Miller and Miss Williams 
(and, years later, Miss Griffith). They attended only in the Lower 
School, except that Nan Miller was in the Illrd Form of the Upper 
School for a year. 


There was excitement in the air over such events as the Klon- 
dike Gold Rush and the opening of the West, and there was talk of 
magical electric lights coming to replace gas lamps and rumours 
that an automobile had been seen on the streets of Toronto. 
(In 1900 the football team drove from the railway station in Toronto 
to Upper Canada College in a horse-drawn tally-ho that was decked 
in orange and black streamers and pennants.) 


Dancing classes were introduced in the Upper School. Boys 
gained practice in public speaking through the many speeches tha 
were called for on formal occasions, such as the Cross Countr 


Supper, and at mock parliaments. Visiting lecturers kept the Schoo” 


in touch with outside affairs. 


_ In 1902 the Headmaster became Doctor Miller as the result of 
being granted an honorary LL.D. by Trinity College, Toronto. That 
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6 too, the Blake Manliness Medal became ‘the Mason Gold’. 


Participation by St. Andrew's College in 1900 marked the be- 
ginning of Little Big Four (with U.C.C. and T.C.S.) matches in 
football and cricket. 


At this time efforts were made by a group of boys to arouse 
enthusiasm for soccer as an inter-school game, but they made little 
headway. One such game was played in 1901, which Ridley lost by 
4-1 to Stamford. In the next year, hockey benefitted greatly through 
the construction of a covered rink, Nichols Hall, on the site of the 
present Lower School. For some years this building functioned as 
a rink, a gathering-hall and an indoor recreation centre. 


Early on the morning of 25 October, 1903, the quondam Spring- 
bank Sanitarium was almost entirely destroyed by fire. As a result, 
the Upper School was without a home. No lives were lost, and no 
one was injured. The detailed account of this event makes thrilling 
reading, particularly in its emphasis on the controlled and brave 
behaviour of Staff and boys. (See RIDLEY — THE STORY OF A 
SCHOOL, Vol. |, page 218). 





Merritt House in January — for the first time in many years 
snow completely covered the Ridley fields from the opening 
day to the closing day of Lent Term. 


Dr. Miller acted quickly and efficiently. He rented another old 
 ganitarium, the Stephenson House, which then was a bankrupt 
‘| iris’ school. (It also stood on the east side of the canal, across 

m the Lower School driveway of today); boys were recalled from 

heir homes, or from those of local residents where they had taken 

shelter; accommodation for some boys and a master was arranged 

at the Welland House; within two weeks Ridley again was a function- 
ing entity. 


God moves in a mysterious way, et cetera. That Fall, despite 
the upheaval caused by the fire, despite the loss of their equipment, 
but, perhaps, because of them, the football team won its first 
Little Big Four Championship. Mr. H. C. Griffith was in the first 
years of his long and successful career as Ridley’s football (and 
cricket) coach. The final game was won against U.C.C., at Ridley, 
by 26-0. It was followed by what was one of the earliest Snake- 
dances. Thus, once again, was a tradition born, except that today 
the Snake-dance is a mark of anticipation, rather than of celebration. 


School House was built originally by Newman Brothers of St. 
Catharines for $63,000, and the plans for it were drawn by the 
firm of G. M. Miller & Co. of Toronto. Its exterior architectural 
style is perpendicular Gothic. On Prize Day in 1904, the building 
was sufficiently far advanced for the cornerstone to be laid. This 
ceremonial act was performed by Dr. Miller's eldest daughter, 
Nanette (Mrs. Hamilton Cassels, Sr.). The copper box containing 
various contemporary mementoes that was placed beneath the stone 
was rifled by a labourer before the cement had set, and it was 
hurriedly replaced with only the odd scrap of paper inside (as was 
discovered in 1949, when the box was disinterred during the con- 
struction of the Memorial Hall). This occurrence might well have 
been construed as an ill omen. In fact, it marked a resurgence 
of optimism and a baptism for the new Ridley which rose, Phoenix- 
like from the ashes of the old.

Swimming — 1978 


The First Swim Team, coached by Mr. Al Staples, enjoyed an 
active and successful season, winning six of eight meets. The Firsts 
defeated by decisive scores, St. George’s, T.C.S., U.C.C. (in two 
meets), S.A.C., and won one and lost one against Appleby.

who tied for first place in the 100 yds. free style with a time of .53. 
All members of the Ridley team gave their best, performing very 
creditably. Unfortunately Ridley was short two valued team members 
for the final meet, Andy Asbil and Chris Adams. who were in England 
with the Ridley rugger tour. 


The Upper Canada College Cup was won this year by Terry 
Minc, with Hatto Pidduck finishing a close second. This Cup was pre- 
sented to Ridley in September, 1939, on the occasion of the opening 
of our gymnasium and swimming pool facilities. The Cup is awarded 
to the best all-round swimmer at Ridley and is based upon a week- 
long series of competitions in different strokes, plus diving. 


Paul Dorland did an excellent job as captain of the team through- 
out the season. 


The Second Team enjoyed another successful season with a 
record number of boys involved, winning all but one of their dual 
meets and capping the season by establishing one record and setting 
a new one in the |.S.A.A. Under Sixteen exhibition relays. With Bruce 
Littlejohn and Garth Caters acting as captains, the team worked 
extremely hard during the long season. Their one loss to Appleby 
came after our debilitating ‘flu week’ but the swimmers bounced
